The One True Cross 


Dastardly heathens rob S.F. church of ancient relic.

It sounds like something out 

of a Dan Brown novel: A church in San 
Francisco has a fragment of the “True 
Cross,’ upon which Jesus Christ himself 
was crucified, and last week it was lost in 
a brazen heist. 

That’s the story coming out of 
St. Dominic’s Catholic Church in 
Lower Pacific Heights, where on 
Sunday during Mass the Rev. Michael 
Hurley told parishioners, “This past 
Thursday, the church was robbed of a 
very sacred item,’ according to KGO. 
“The True Cross is a relic that goes 
back 2,000 years to the very cross 
of Christ himself. For it to be stolen 
in this kind of very deliberate way 
is certainly both upsetting and very 
saddening.” 

Hurley told KGO whomever stole 
the small piece of wood, which had 
been fashioned into a cross shape 
itself, broke the lock on the box con- 
taining it but left behind the centu- 
ries-old wax seal. Hurley also said the 
church will accept the cross’s return 
with no questions asked. 

Parishioners who spoke with KGO 
naturally were upset by the news, and 
there’s not much police can do since 
no one witnessed the theft, and the 
church has no cameras that might've 
caught someone in the act. However, 
any attempt to sell the relic would 
certainly raise more than a few in- 
quisitive eyebrows.

Uber’s Ready to 
Fix the World

Last week was an up-and- 
down 

week for Uber, but then again most are. 
When you're so successful yet so con- 
troversial at the same time, that’s life. 
But two things that happened to the 
San Francisco ride-hail app are far 
more interesting, and connected, than 
meets the eye. 

First, let’s review Uber’s bad 
week. Uber had settled a lawsuit 
with some 300,000 drivers over pay 
and employee classification in April, 
but on Thursday a federal judge in 
San Francisco tossed it out, saying it 
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steeped in legend and lore. It was 
apparently unearthed in Jerusalem 

in 326 C.E. by St. Helena, the mother 
of Roman Emperor Constantine, who 
was the first emperor to embrace 
Christianity. Helena had the thing 
carved up before returning to Europe, 
leaving some pieces in Jerusalem and 
taking some with her. 

Since then, some testing has been 
done on the purported fragments, 
but it’s unclear if any of them are 
real. For one thing, some pieces are 
made from olive wood, while the 
story goes the original was made out 
of pine. It’s also easy to find eBay list- 
ings of the relic. 

But regardless of whether the 
wood is really 2,000-plus years old 
and once carried the weight of Jesus 
Christ himself, it’s clear the small 
cross is important to the church and 
its parishioners. It’s a symbol of their 
beliefs, and its meaning is incalcu- 
lable. As one parishioner told KGO, 
“It’s like a piece of our little heart has 
been just pulled out.” 

And they just want it back, no 
questions asked. The thief or thieves 
have been given a chance at redemp- 
tion here; all they have to do now is 
see the light. 


was unfair to the drivers. While the 
company had agreed to pay out $100 
million, the settlement had not been 
viewed positively because what driv- 
ers really want is to be considered 
full-fledged employees so they get 
better pay and some benefits. 

No one was really surprised over 
this outcome, but it could hurt 
Uber’s chances of continuing to save 
tons of money by employing inde- 
pendent contractor drivers. Or it 
could be bad for the drivers — even 
if those drivers don’t last much 
longer. 

Which brings us to Uber’s good 
week. It’s no secret that Uber is ob- 
sessed with driverless automobiles, 
and on Aug. 18 it was revealed that 
the company’s first such cars will 
start operating in Pittsburgh this 
month. Of course, there will be a 
human monitoring the robot (which 
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means this experiment could become 
2001: A Space Odyssey in no time). 

Uber is taking this tech to market 
way before anyone thought it was 
possible. And while autonomous 
vehicles will likely make car travel 
safer and more efficient, there’s no 
guarantee humans won't ruin every- 
thing. Sadly, a Tesla driver died in 
“autopilot” mode earlier this year, 
although apparently it was the fault 
of a human driver in another vehicle. 
And in February, one of Google’s 
own autonomous vehicles was at 
fault in an accident for the first time 
ever. (Normally, it’s the other way 
around). 

None of these potential risks 
seems to matter to Uber CEO Travis 
Kalanick, who described to USA To- 
day how he felt like a kid again when 
he was taken for his first autono- 
mous ride. As he said, “If we don’t 
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get the [autonomous car] software 
thing nailed, we’re not going to be 
around much longer.” That’s hard to 
believe for a company that’s not pub- 
licly traded and is privately valued at 
more than $60 billion. And Kalanick 
insists Uber is not approaching its 
IPO, but instead — in true techie 
fashion — wants to make the world 
safer, cleaner, and better through 
autonomous vehicles. 

But if the driver lawsuit rejection 
is any indication, Uber might be 
forced to do something it has man- 
aged to avoid so far: classify drivers 
as real employees who are reim- 
bursed for gas and vehicle mainte- 
nance, subject to workers compensa- 
tion laws, and in some places qualify 
for other benefits like paid sick days 
and parental leave. 

That could all be avoided, say, if 
autonomous vehicles really work out

and human drivers are rendered 
obsolete. Maybe, as Bloomberg re- 
ported, that’s why Uber is spending 
hundreds of millions to develop 
driverless cars and bought driverless 
truck startup Otto earlier this year. 
Still, Kalanick insists Uber is 
not out to replace humans entirely, 
offering this happy assessment of 
the future to USA Today: “This isn’t 
an overnight thing, it’ll take a really 
long time. But let’s take a city like 
San Francisco. Let’s say over a decade 
or two we go from 30,000 cars on 
the (Uber) system to a million. Well, 
there will still be routes then that 
software can’t do, it’ll be too hard. 
So you'll need drivers in those soft- 
ware-equipped cars to help out. And 
way out, if everything’s autonomous, 
you ll need tens of thousands of peo- 
ple to maintain a fleet of a million 
cars. So the jobs are there.”

Transfer Tax Increase?

In the world of real estate, 
“volatility” is an important word. It 
should serve as a warning or a reason to 
be prudent even when things are going 
well, because, as any baseball player 
knows, all hot streaks come to an end. 
But this is San Francisco, after all, the 
city that knows how to shake up the sta- 
tus quo. 

We've had years and years of epic 
property sales figures, both commer- 
cial and residential, so why not squeeze 
the teat a little harder and spread the 
wealth around? 

Enter the transfer tax, one of the 
city’s most important revenue streams. 
When a property changes hands, it’s 
taxed a certain percentage based on 
its sale price. The money goes into San 
Francisco’s General Fund, which means 
it can be used for any budgetary needs. 
When the real estate market is hot, 
which is has been for years now, the 
transfer tax brings in massive sums. 
Since the 2011-12 fiscal year, revenue 
has exceeded $200 million annually, 
with a peak of $314.7 million in 2014- 
15, according to the Assessor-Record- 
er’s Office, which collects the tax. 

San Francisco voters have taken 
kindly to transfer tax increases. Since 
2008, there have been three attempts 
to increase the rate. Two passed, al- 
though the most recent effort, 2014’s 
Proposition G, failed. Prop. G was 
much more aggressive with its rate 
increases than the previous two or the 
new measure, Proposition W, that will 
appear on November’s ballot. 

Supervisor Jane Kim, who’s run- 
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ning for the state Senate against col- 
league Scott Wiener, authored Prop. 
W. It has widespread support on the 
board, especially among the progres- 
sive bloc. And it’s easy to see its appeal, 
as it would only impact property sales 
of $5 million or more and create a new 
tax tier for sales exceeding $25 million. 
(The vast majority of sales that high 
are for commercial, not residential, 
properties.) 

Things get really interesting when 
you break down the numbers. In the 
fiscal year that ended June 30, the 
Assessor-Recorder’s Office collected 
$273.7 million in transfer taxes. Only 
3 percent of those transactions in- 
volved properties valued at more than 
$5 million. However, those transac- 
tions accounted for 72 percent of the 
total revenue, or about $197 million. 
So it’s easy to see where the volatility 
comes into play. 

As it stands, the transfer tax rate 
for a property sold for between $5 mil- 
lion and $10 million is 2 percent. Prop. 
W would increase it to 2.25 percent. 
Anything more than $10 million but 
less than $25 million would go from 
2.5 percent to 2.75 percent. And the 
new $25 million-plus tier would be 
taxed at 3 percent. 

Kim wants San Francisco to make 
City College free for everyone. The 
transfer tax increase would theoretical- 
ly pay for that and also enable the city 
to maintain street trees (something 
that will also appear on the November 
ballot, thanks to Wiener). 

Both pursuits are admirable and 
likely have widespread voter support. 
But the catch with Prop. W is there’s 


no guarantee any transfer tax revenue 
would go to either cause. For that to 
happen, Prop. W would have to bea 
targeted tax, and thus require two- 
thirds of the vote to pass. Since it’s just 
a general fund tax, it needs a simple 
majority to become law. 

Kim knows this, and that’s why 
she introduced a resolution recently 
in which the Board of Supervisors en- 
dorsed her idea to make City College 
free. It is, of course, non-binding, but 
it sets the tone if the transfer tax in- 
crease passes in November. Essentially, 
it’s political pressure, which is far from 
a guarantee. 

If you're curious what the person 
charged with collecting the transfer tax 
thinks about this latest push for an in- 
crease, Assessor-Recorder Carmen Chu 
says she’s not ready to take a position. 
But if history is any indication, she 
might be wary no matter what. 

Chu was a member of the Board of 
Supervisors before being elected asses- 
sor-recorder. In both 2008 and 2010, 
she opposed the transfer tax increases 
that voters passed. She wrote for the 
opposition in 2008 that “[a]t a time 
when the economy is showing signs of 
slowing down, it is important not to 
discourage economic activity. Taxing 
more for property sales could possibly 
do just that.” 

Of course, back then, the Great 
Recession was just settling in, and now 
San Francisco is a darling of economic 
prosperity. But it won't always be that 
way. In fact, there are already signs of 
a slowdown, and voters will need to 
decide if they’re willing to gamble with 
other people’s money.

As Legalization 
Nears, Serious 
Coverage of 
Green Rush 
Lacking 


My first encounter with the 
cannabis industry was in November 
2014 at a marijuana business conference 
in Las Vegas. At the time, the plant was 
not part of my life, but the story of a fed- 
erally illegal drug at the center of the 
country’s fastest growing industry 
seemed like an incomparably rich sub- 
ject. Soon, I was making plans to move to 
Denver to cover the business story of the 
decade. 

Almost two years in, I still think 
legalization is both inherently fasci- 
nating and historically important. It’s 
been a source of puzzlement to me why 
there aren’t more reporters who agree. 
In its implications for American life, 
legalization is up there with marriage 
equality, Black Lives Matter and per- 
haps even climate change, but it hasn’t 
generated the same kind of national 
debate. 


Major outlets like The New York 
Times, The Wall Street Journal, and 
NPR do not have dedicated marijuana 
reporters and, by all appearances, have 
not made a significant investment 
in the story. Many reporters tend to 
focus more on the ongoing excesses 
and cruelties of prohibition, rather 
than what the future will look like. The 
colleagues I follow tend to write for 
millennial-oriented sites like Buzzfeed, 
Vice and Fusion, as well as local and 
regional outlets. Cannabis-specific 
publications have also stepped up their 
game. 

The relative silence among the 
largest outlets is partly because the 
cannabis industry has mostly avoided 
controversy. Thus far, the biggest story 
of the green rush is that it has gone 
as smoothly as a far-reaching social 
upheaval can. There 
have been isolated 
tragedies, but asa 
whole, the introduc- 
tion of a new legal 
intoxicant has given 
opponents almost 
nothing to use as 
a call to arms. The 
industry deserves 
much of the credit. | 

Huge questions | 
remain, and some 
worrisome trends 








have surfaced: In Colorado, doctors say 
more newborns are testing positive 
for THC. But as cannabis folks like to 
say, the sky hasn't fallen. If a stoned 
school bus driver crashed and killed 
10 kids, people would start asking if 
legalization is a good idea. But nothing 
has demanded such a reckoning. Reef- 
er Madness-style alarmism has lost 
its currency over the decades. Most 
reporters don’t have major concerns 
about marijuana — only something 
“big” captures their attention. 
Legalization is still a divisive issue; 
more than 40 percent of Americans 
are against it, far more than the 19 
percent of Americans who believe 
abortion should be illegal under all 
circumstances, according to respective 
Gallup polls on legalization (conducted 


October 2015) and abor- 
===N9 
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tion (May 2016). But opposition to 
legalizing marijuana shows no sign of 
galvanizing Americans to vote, orga- 
nize, or donate money in the same way 
abortion does. The media can’t resist 
tiny Westboro Baptist Church’s hateful 
rhetoric and stunts like protesting 
veterans funerals, but the leading an- 
ti-legalization activist, Kevin Sabet, is 
just another guy on CNN overselling 
his talking points. 

The real reason for a lack of cover- 
age is that the marijuana story is poor- 
ly suited to the conventions of main- 
stream journalism, especially at a time 
when Donald Trump rallies seem like 
the only acceptable reason for report- 
ers to travel. Cannabis is not centered 
in a leading media market. Aside from 
a few celebrities, its leading figures 
are not the kinds of 
household names who 
drive clicks — a de- 
pressingly important 
consideration at me- 
dia outlets — and the 
nationwide gutting of 
regional newspapers 

hasn’t helped. 

The lack of serious 
coverage is disap- 
pointing. Americans 
are at the beginning 
of a long and complex 
relationship with the 


marijuana industry. When a new state 
legalizes, the industry arrives, in many 
cases, with a mandate from voters and 
a far deeper understanding than law- 
makers of the relevant issues. If given 
the opportunity, the industry will be 
more than happy to write the rules to 
maximum advantage. Good journalism 
can help even the playing field. 

Legalization is an epic story pop- 
ulated with characters worthy of 
Mark Twain and steeped in the great 
American themes of race, greed, and 
ambition. Legalization is an issue in 
virtually every state capital, yet these 
debates are happening independent 
of each other with minimal guidance 
from Washington, D.C. This is democ- 
racy as its never been seen before: a 
government geek’s dream that could 
catalyze profound changes in our fami- 
ly and professional lives. 

Most election years, at least in 
theory, are a chance to think and learn 
about how the country is changing. In 
this year of Trump, though, the issues 
have never been less central to the 
campaign. Weed is one of many topics 
that has been deprived of the airing it 
deserves. 

Journalists at outlets big and small 
have done fine work, but there aren’t 
enough of us. We need backup.

wice ayear, town of Chevy Chase, 
Md., holds a Trash and Treasure Weekend in 
which local citizens can clear out their at- 
tics, basements, and garages of clutter and 
leave it on the curb to be disposed of. It’s a 
perfect opportunity for the townsfolk to 
rid themselves of their old bikes, furniture, games, and 
other unwanted items for free. But on this occasion, sit- 
ting on the curb outside a white clapboard house amid 
the trash is a true hidden gem, saved from potential 
destruction by a passer-by who recognized the items 
for what they were and decided to take them home. 
The house on Elm Street had been the childhood 
home of San Francisco artist Jenny Read, who was 
carving out a reputation as a promising sculptor 
before her murder in 1976 at the age of 29. On the 
curb was a collection of her sketchpads and pieces of 
her artwork, including still-life drawings of everyday 
items like teapots and candle sticks, a pen drawing 
of a female figure, crouched in the fetal position and 
surrounded by encroaching darkness, and a rough 
pastel self-portrait of the artist herself, her head cov- 
ered by a brightly colored scarf. The find also includ- 
ed approximately 200 Kodachrome 35mm slides from 
Read’s life in San Francisco. 
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The slides give unique insight into 
the life of a young woman and artist 
in the center of the counterculture 
capital of the world in the 1970s. 

The collection included intimate por- 
traits of Read, street scenes from the 
Mission District, Telegraph Hill, and 
Sausalito, and examples of her work, 
including a 9-foot sculpture called fig- 
ure on the cross, which, after her death, 
would become her memorial. 

Motivated by an urge to conserve 
the photographs and artwork, the 
finder listed the slides on eBay, hop- 
ing they'd find a good home, which is 
when, in March 2015, they came to 
my attention, described as “taken by a 
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Sculptress slain in apartment 


Jenny Read, a 29-year-old 
sculptress, was murdered last night 
in the small apartment she had 
created for herself in an artists’ 
warehouse at 15th and Carolina 
streets. ‘ 


The apartment is in what used 
to be the office of the old ware- 


house, which has been divided up 
into some 15-20 stalls where artists 
work. 


Ms. Read, who had lived there 
about a year, was the 52d murder 
victim in The City this year. There 
were 37 murders here by this time

dral to sing, “Where Were You When 
They Crucified My Lord?” 

The book is out of print, but copies 
can still be found online. And when 
it arrived from the U.S., there was 
a handwritten inscription from her 
mother, the author, thanking a friend 
for “fondly remembering Jenny as a 
little girl.” 

The research also threw up one 
last remarkable fact: That barely 18 
months earlier, the case of Jenny 
Read, which had stumped the San 
Francisco Police Department for 37 
long years, had finally been solved. 


On May 19, 1976, Jenny Read had 
cycled home from a movie. Her route 
would have taken her across Market 
Street and the railroad tracks that sepa- 
rated the residential and industrial ar- 
eas; she parked her lemon-yellow 
bicycle and climbed the stairs 


to her warehouse apartment, 
where her killer is believed to 
have been waiting for her. 

The following day, a 
friend and fellow artist 
found her dead, her arms 
tied behind her back anda 
butcher’s knife still sticking 
out of her chest. She had 
been stabbed 13 times. 

As the police struggled 
to find a credible suspect, 


young artist in San Francisco who was 
tragically murdered.” A rudimentary 
search on Google using clues from the 
eBay description returned Jenny Read 
as the most likely artist, and as the 
only bidder on the lot, I took delivery 
of 200 vintage slides by the promising 
artist. 

Further research revealed that 
Read’s mother later published her 
daughter’s letters and journals, giv- 
ing an intimate look at Jenny Read’s 
thoughts and feelings as she strug- 
gled with her sculpture, relationships, 
and the transition from a peaceful 
suburb to a city which included its fair 
share of pimps, pushers, and other

characters. 

Her naive outlook and generous 
nature are illustrated from her rec- 
ollections of an interaction with a 
stranger on Thanksgiving Day 1975: 


“Hey miss, would your husband mind if I 
asked you for a dime, or would you mind?” 
“T don’t have a husband, what is it for?” 
“For food, man, we got some bread, but we 
aint got nothing to put on it. You mean you 
aint married yet? I can't believe that. You 
don’t get tired pedaling that bicycle? 

“No way, this is a smooth ride” 

“What do you say, say you're riding off to 
heaven?” 


She gives the man two bits before 
riding off and contemplating on his 
“warmth and courtesy, the kindness in 
his eyes, though staggering and drunk.” 
The book builds a picture of a com- 
plex woman who blends a bohemian 
lifestyle with somewhat old-fashioned 
values, and anyone hoping for the 
drug-fueled orgies and hedonism as- 
sociated with 1970s hippie culture will 
be sorely disappointed. While there 
are indicators of a liberal ethos, such 
as after-dinner pot smoking and offer- 
ing to lend her copy of The Joy of Sex 
to her mother, she was also a strong 
Christian, happy to stop off at a cathe- 


their inquiries slowed, and 

they eventually moved on to 
other cases. Read’s father, Nicholas, 
with whom she had been close, hired 
private investigators to try to solve 
the case, but they, too, were unable to 
make any significant progress. In the 
1980s, the police briefly investigated 
the involvement of a satanic cult, but 
the angle yielded nothing new, and it 
seemed as if Read’s murderer would 
remain unpunished and at-large. 

Unexpectedly, 33 years later, 
the case took a dramatic turn. DNA 
evidence collected from the scene 
yielded a “cold hit,” leading to the ar- 
rest of 63-year-old James Mayfield at 
the Shiloh Full Gospel Church in the 
Bayview, where he lived and worked. 
Four years later, in 2013, Mayfield, 
who had a history of rape and bur- 
glary, was tried for Read’s murder and 
found guilty, with the jury taking just 
one day to reach its verdict. 

In his 2010 article for Examiner. 
com, Mark MacNamara gave insight 
into the man the prosecutors labeled 
as simply a monster: “When he was 
a kid, his mother told him he was 
adopted; hence his lighter skin com- 
pared with other family members, 
but at 16 he finds out that’s a lie. In 
fact, James is the product of an adul- 
terous relationship his mother had. 
He makes his first attempt at sexual 
intercourse at 7, with a girl twice his 
age. At the time of the interview he’s 
living with a woman by whom he has 
a son. Sex is good with his wife, and 
other women in the neighbourhood. 
But he admits to the psychologist 
that he’s raped five women, five 
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strangers, during the previous 18 
months. 

“He goes onto explain that when 
this happens he’s ‘not Jimmy.’ His 
mind gets moving real fast, every- 
thing gets moving real fast. He has a 
theory about why this is; when he was 
18 months old he was in an auto acci- 
dent and had brain surgery followed 
by months in the hospital.” 

Read had not been forgotten in the 
33-year period between the headlines 
announcing her murder and those 
proclaiming her killer’s conviction. 
Shortly after her death, memorials 
were held in Sausalito, Montgomery, 
Ala., and Washington, D.C., through a 
Catholic Mass in Spain (where she had 
spent 3 months studying the language 
as a teenager), and by tree plantings 
in Jerusalem, where she had friends. 
The following year, Antioch Univer- 
sity, Read’s alma mater, dedicated a 
new student gallery in her honor, and 
she would also be featured in a mural 
called The Dancing Saints at St. Grego- 
ry’s Episcopal Church, dancing in the 
company of Martin Luther King Jr., 
Anne Frank, and St. Francis of Assisi. 

In 1982, Read’s mother, Dallas 
Johnson, published a 176-page col- 
lection of her letters and journals, 
alongside photographs and examples 
of her artwork entitled, Jenny Read 
— In Pursuit of Art & Life, which gives 
remarkable context to many of the 
photographs and her life in general. 

In one of the early entries from 
her journal, Read wrote a simple list 
of “things to do in this life,” a rudi- 
mentary bucket list of her hopes for 
the future, which included desires 
to make and tend a garden, become 
a grandmother, visit Jerusalem and 
Kenya, create a sculpture that would 
last “at least 100 years,” and “die at 
home near soft soil where the climate 
is gentle and birds sing, even before 
dawn.” 

By using her journal as a reference, 
slides labeled simply as “Hitchhiking” 
are brought to life by access to their 
back stories. Read would regularly 
hitchhike across the Golden Gate 
Bridge to her Episcopal Church in 
Sausalito or, more likely in this case, 
to the foundry in Oakland that was 
making the small brass figures she 
had been forced to concentrate on 
after a horse-riding accident stopped 
her from working on large-scale piec- 
es. While sitting in the canteen at 
the San Francisco Art Institute, she 
wrote, ~The hassle was not the mold 
making, which went more smoothly 
than any investment I’ve made previ- 
ously, but in hitching back. I kept get- 
ting rides with Friday-night-smashed 
drivers and I didn’t want to go all the 
way to San Francisco with a drunk so 
I would ask to get out and then it’s il- 
legal to hitchhike on the freeway so it 
was a while before I got home.” 

For the most part, her letters are 
written at night, on buses and street- 
cars, or on her lunch break — a neces- 
sity for someone who held down part- 
time jobs, attended church, was seri- 
ous about her art, and still found time 
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to take a wide range of classes from 
Tai Chi and Japanese Noh theater to 
movement and “corporeal mime.” A 
series of photographs of a flea market 
indicate her love of finding tools and 
materials for her work. As she wrote 
to her father, “Your $50 allowed me 

to go ‘hog wild’ at the flea market, not 
only on tools — a shovel, a hoe and an 
axe — but 1,080 pounds of concrete 
mix and 500 pounds of grout topping 
and $5 worth of lumber.” 

We also see that many of the 
images are of her homes and neigh- 
borhoods as she moves to lower-rent 
apartments in rougher areas in a bid 
to save money, originally living for 
three months in a three-room, $150 
per month apartment on the corner 
of Polk and Greenwich streets before 
moving to a cheaper, six-room flat on 
Oak Street, in a poorer neighborhood 
with more crime. This is something 
that would be reflected in the apart- 
ment being burgled: “The Ides of 
March. Last night we were robbed for 
the second time. Again my typewriter 
and camera survived.” 

While most of her jobs would prove 
to be necessary but annoying distrac- 
tions, Read found happiness in her 
work at Fields Bookstore, which she 
photographed several times, “Thank 
god for that job. ’'m beginning to see 
how much I depend on it for security 


(psychologically as well as $). Fulfills 
need to serve, need to belong, need to 
be connected to the book world.” She 
would move again, to Potrero Hill and 
for the first time in her life gain com- 
plete financial independence. 

Potrero Hill bears little resem- 
blance now to the place which attract- 
ed artists and other bohemians in 
the 1970s. Many of its quirkier shops 
have been lost, and longstanding 
residents complain about gentrifica- 
tion and the ever-rising rents that 
brings. At the time Read moved to the 
area, her apartment had no hotplate 
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or shower, which resulted in her join- 
ing the International Centre, a gym, 
so she could use its swimming pool 
and other facilities. While she felt at 
home in Potrero Hill, its reputation 
for crime and violence were obvious- 
ly on her mind as she wrote to her 
parents, “Please don’t worry about 
the neighborhood. If I didn’t have all 
the evidence and reason to believe 
it’s safe, warm and comfortable I 
wouldn’t move here. I am no masoch- 
ist or danger seeker — I get enough 
risks on my bicycle.” 

In the autumn, her flat mate 
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moved out, leaving her, once again, 
living on her own. San Francisco had 
proved to bea very different envi- 
ronment from her idyllic childhood 
home on Elm Street. Coming from a 
background of open doors, slumber 
parties, and a community spirit, she 
seemed reluctant to be affected by the

potential threats of her surroundings, 
but later came to be more cautious 
and took to carrying a sculptor’s mal- 
let under her poncho as she noticed 
the sounds of violence in the night. 

As far back as her time living on 
Oak Street, she had registered poten- 
tial threats and grown afraid. In one 
entry, she begins a poem with the 
line, “A Scream from the street” and 
goes on to write, “So why if we are 
equally human, see eye to eye, turn 
on to identical beats, why am I in fear 
here right now in my own supposed 
home, hemmed and pierced by sounds 
of actions unpeaceful to me?” 

The feeling of unease seemed to 
grow over time. While there are many 
upbeat entries celebrating her life 
(“Life is very, very full, in a good way”) 
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and detailing her optimism for the 
future, there was also a hint of feel- 
ing threatened by her surroundings. 
One entry reads, “Something scary 
awakened me, and I decide Kafka is 
not good bedtime reading. |amina 
perishable place.” 

By January 1976, Jenny Read 
would have less than five months to 
live, but the year started in a celebra- 
tory fashion with her father taking 
her on a weekend trip to Assateague 
Island in Maryland, famous for its 
oysters and wild horses. The trip saw 
her return to San Francisco in a joyous 
mood, but her entries showed how 
this changed and she would continue 
to switch between optimism and sad- 
ness. 

Many of her entries in the final 
days of her life show her considering 
“the big questions,” such as the psy- 
che, religion, and the afterlife. She 
concludes, “I do not believe that we 
began from nothing. We were born 
out of pre-existing matter and we fade 
back into that matter. Generations of 
human beings become generations of 
beliefs and images. Has grandmother’s 
life ended because she is dead? Far 
from it. How far our lives continue 
after death depends how fully we live. 
How complete we are.” 

A new urgency about her work also 
materializes at this time. She resolves 
to complete pieces and show them, 
considers going into church art, and 
contacts the Washington Cathedral to 
see if there were any opportunities for 
working on stone, all the while pro- 
ducing religious sculpture of her own. 

Although she takes up fasting on 
Wednesdays for lent — which she duly 
breaks with an egg custard — she is 
eating more and describes herself as a 
“bit plumper.” There are improvements 
to her work also: “My big pieces are a 
lot stronger and clearer.” 

In her last entry before her murder, 


the feelings of foreboding return. She 
recounts her dream, “I am driving a 
tiny sports car (a Nash or Morris). The 
rear skids off the road and down the 
bank and I have to tug things back up 
and think it is lucky my possessions are 
down to one knapsack. I am being hunt- 
ed and dive under a green pallet into 

a hole in the brambles. Iam not sure 
whether they are friends or enemies. 


“We are not all brothers.” 

The flat on 15th Street would be her 
last home. When her body was discov- 
ered, there were a number of classified 
“for rent” ads by the telephone, giving 
the impression that she had decided to 
move and was apartment hunting at the 
time of her death. 

Among the slides found are a series 
of striking portraits of Read herself. 
Some are time-faded and barely recog- 
nizable as she walks through tall grass 
behind her studio, some black-and- 
white, starker close-ups of a woman 
whose opinion of herself shifted as regu- 
larly as that of her work. “Blotched with 
freckles, feeling awkward and in the 
way, sometimes like a child walking into 
the midst of adults after bedtime. Ugly, 
freckled, incompetent, mouth hanging 
open, heart seared. But there is always 
more to do in sculpture. I’m certainly 
not starving or bitter or hopeless.” 

Perhaps the most poignant images 
are those that feature her sculpture fig- 
ure on the cross. The 9-foot-tall, 5-foot- 
wide piece was featured in her first-ever 
show in June 1972 and had already 
attracted a following from the diners at 
Julius Castle, the restaurant high on the 
hill above her studio, who walked down 
the Greenwich Street Steps to get a bet- 
ter look at the striking figure they called 
The Jesus. Overall, Read’s show proved a 
success, with one piece selling for $350, 
but figure on the cross remained unsold. 

Read’s enthusiasm for the piece 
didn’t dim, however, and she wrote

to her parents, “It is more endowed 
with meaning and life than anything I 
have ever done.” She would donate the 
sculpture to the local Episcopal Church 
in Sausalito The donation proved con- 
troversial, with some members of the 
congregation not liking the piece due 
to its androgynous nature, but it was 
dedicated by Bart Sarjeant, the rector of 
the church whom Read was particularly 
fond of. 


Heaxytbreaking]y, Read's muxder 
robbed her of a chance to achieve several 
of the ambitions on her “things to do in 
this life list,” most tragically the opportu- 
nity to start a family and be a grand- 
mother. But through her journals, we find 
that in her short life she did achieve some 
of her dreams. 

She did, indeed, plant and tenda 
garden behind her studio and her sculp- 
ture, girl with a hoop, which is now on 
display at Bethesda Park, close to her 
childhood home, has almost 40 years of 
public display and will, hopefully, last 
the century she had wished for one of 
her sculptures. And after her death, her 
ashes were buried beneath figure on the 
cross, which had been placed in a grove 
of pines in the parish garden near soft 
soil, hopefully where the climate is 
gentle and the birds sing even before 
dawn.

THAT FAUX GLOW 


In 2003, Monique Jenkinson, vying as al- 
ter ego Fauxnique, became the first fe- 
male-born drag queen to win a major drag 
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pageant, and she has continued to use 
drag to provocative, subversive, and en- 
tertaining effect in her interdisciplinary 
performances. Wearing heavy makeup 
and other essentials associated with the 
male drag-queen style, Fauxnique ex- 
plores what she calls the empowering 
qualities of femininity and ruffles the pre- 
vailing sensibilities surrounding gender 
identity. Jenkinson additionally includes 
dance and queer theory in her perfor- 
mances, and when transcending the 
campy aspects of drag, she can enter the 
terrain of punk or horror.

THEY’REHERE 
ALREADY! 


Four movies have been based on 
Jack Finney’s 1955 science fiction 
book The Body Snatchers. In all of 
them, a community is conquered 
by extraterrestrial seedpods that 
surreptitiously grow perfect, emo- 
tionless replicas of every human 
being. The theme, so seductive 
and irresistibly creepy, can be 
molded to fit almost any contem- 
porary anxiety. In 1956, when the 
freedom-loving West dreaded the 
Red Menace, Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers became an allegory for Communists infiltrating America. Phillip 
Kaufman’s 1978 adaption — arguably the best — is set in freewheeling San 
Francisco and concerns itself with individuals becoming drones. Anne McGuire, 
an artist who has reverse-edited disaster movies like The Poseidon Adventure, The 
Towering Inferno, and The Andromeda Strain, has long been haunted by the clip of 
Donald Sutherland watching alien hulls loaded onto cargo ships. In real life, as in 
the film, the city has been transformed and the hive has sent tendrils around the 
world. Thankfully, McGuire can invert the process. In Snatchers Body the of 
Invasion, the soul-sucking pods will be off-loaded, the tendrils will withdraw 
from their victims’ skin, and San Francisco will be restored. Kaufman’s film will 
screen in its entirety directly after McGuire’s adaption.

BOREDOM IS OUNTERREVOLUTIONARY 


In 2015, the admirable if audacious composer Erling Wold — known for chal- 
lenging chamber operas like A Little Girl Dreams of Taking the Veil based on Max 
Ernst’s collage novel, Queer based on William S. Burroughs’ autobiographical 
work, and Sub Pontio Pilato based on Pontius Pilate — decided to quash his de- 
sire to adapt the unadaptable. For one year, Wold lolled in a sunspot amidst a 
Trump-saturated news stream, and now he’s determined to update The Umbrel- 
las of Cherbourg “for the modern fascist age.” To get us in the mood, he has re- 
vived his improbable chamber opera, UASUS, based on the lives of Soviet 
surrealist Daniil Kharms and other members of the avant-garde Futurist collec- 
tive Oberiu, which thrived all too briefly in the years before Stalin’s Great Purge. 
Relegated to writing children’s books, Kharms was nonetheless arrested in 1941 
and imprisoned in the psychiatric ward where he died of starvation. Yet he re- 
mains a lasting influence on Russia’s radical artists, from Genrikh Sapgir to 
Pussy Riot, and is more than worthy of a libretto. We’re glad Wold is back.

MUSEUM OF MEMORY 


In the 1990s, Nobel Prize-winning Turkish novelist Orhan Pamuk began collect- 
ing an odd assortment of vintage objects connected to the doomed lovers we 
would discover years later in the pages of The Museum of Innocence. On the page, 
the artifacts of this love — keys, clocks, trains, hairbrushes, hand mirrors, a cash 
register, a radio, salt shakers, 4,213 cigarettes butts, and countless other things 
— were assembled for a museum by Kemal, the wealthy protagonist who falls 
for his poor cousin Ftisun but is rebuffed when he tries to keep her hidden. 
Pamuk’s real museum, a companion to the novel, opened in 2012 on an old nar- 
row street in Istanbul filled with antique dealers. Like the story, the museum re- 
veals how we can reduce anything — love, art, religion, and meaning — to 
fetishism, and yet it remains as beautiful and complex as the place from which it 
was born. Grant Gee, the British filmmaker known for his significant documen- 
taries about Radiohead and Joy Division, partnered with Pamuk to make Inno- 
cence of Memories: Orhan Pamuk’s Museum and Istanbul, a dreamy 
journey through Pamuk’s city, museum, and mind, which is narrated by a pe- 
ripheral character from his book. Like a passport for any lover of Pamuk, it is a 
significant artwork in its own right.

Even the subtle criticisms found in a new exhibition of contemporary Saudi Arabian art would have been unimaginable not long ago.

Ordinarily, Ajlan Gharem would 
be wearing Saudi Arabia’s traditional 
men’s clothing — the strictly white thobe 
that, like a graduation gown, covers the 
body from neck to ankle. 

But on a recent evening when he 
met with SF Weekly, Gharem dressed 
like the working artist that he is: a 
purple jacket with rolled-up sleeves, a 
blue shirt with spots across its fabric, 
brown pants with a colorful pattern, 
and green sneakers. Not the green of 
lawns, either, but the fun, bright green 
of a Jell-O mold. Gharem and his older 
brother, Abdulnasser — Saudi Arabia’s 
best-known contemporary artist — run 
Gharem Studio in Riyadh, the country’s 
capital, where they are leading a move- 
ment to change their nation’s accep- 
tance of modern art. 

Saudi Arabia’s conservatism, and 
its traditional religious strictures, have 
hindered the birth of a widespread art 
scene. Like African-American danc- 
ers and jazz musicians who went to 
France in the 1920s, Saudi artists are 
finding success outside the country at 
the same time they are — slowly but 
surely — broadening the audience for 
their work inside its borders. Ajlan 
and Abdulnasser are two of 15 artists 
in “GENERA#ION: Contemporary Art 
from Saudi Arabia,” which opened Aug. 
11 at Minnesota Street Project. 

“Discussion between the artwork — 
not just the artists — and the audience 
is kind of a new idea in Saudi Arabia,” 
Ajlan Gharem says. “This is the dialogue

that we need. Not just someone who 
stands there and says, “This is good, and 
that’s it. This is another part of the art- 
work — the dialogue between the au- 
dience and the artwork and the artists. 
It’s creating a space of knowledge.” 

“We have our studio, but we don’t 
do shows,” he adds. “We do education. 
We do residencies. We help other artists 
produce their artwork in show, like here 
in America and London. We’re trying to 
create a platform in Saudi Arabia for our 
[artists]. Education is missing in Saudi. 
There’s nothing. If you're in school, you 
only have one art class in each week. 
We started this not just for us but every 
artist in Saudi Arabia.” 

“GENERA#ION: Contemporary Art 
from Saudi Arabia” is everything con- 
temporary art can be: funny, damning, 
esoteric, poetic, provocative. Not every 
work resonates at a high level — es- 
pecially if an art-goer approaches the 
work without context — but among 
the pieces that connect instantly, even 
without initial explanation, is Sarab 
(Mirage), a black-and-white video work 
by the “calligraffiti” artist named Nu- 
gamshi that shows him splashing reams 
of crude oil in lieu of paint against a 
glass wall in the Riyadh desert. The 
outlining of thick and sparse letters is 
both a rhythmic performance piece and 
a visual triumph, where the tall shapes 
— almost as tall at Nugamshi — are 
like the creations of Robert Motherwell 
or Franz Kline. 

A little information goes a long 
way, though. Nugamshi is critiquing 
the world’s — and Saudi Arabia’s — 
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historical dependence on oil, and the 
environmental price that people pay for 
that reliance. His underlying message is 
both local and universal, and in another 
era — say that of 1970s or even ’80s — 
Saudi Arabia would have undoubtedly 
prohibited his work. But this is 2016, 
and a well-connected agency, the King 
Abdulaziz Center for World Culture, is 
sponsoring “GENERA#ION: Contem- 
porary Art from Saudi Arabia” on a tour 
across the United States as a way to 
create what the center’s program direc- 
tor is calling “a platform for alternative 
dialogue and cultural empathy between 
communities.” 

Empathy can be generated through 
humor, as with the work of the collec- 
tive called Telfaz11, whose videos at 
Minnesota Street Project include one 
with actors in their 20s and 30s por- 
traying Saudis visiting a U.S. bar. Islam 
prohibits the drinking of alcohol, but 
one of the Saudi characters — trying 
badly to fit in — toasts his American 
cohorts with a shot of booze. As ev- 
eryone drinks, he sneakily throws the 
liquor over his shoulders. When a busty 
blonde woman passes out, he uses his 
hands to pump her chest (through a 
pillow). A Saudi friend arrives onto the 


scene and says aloud, “Goddamn Saudis. 


You can’t be left alone with anybody.” 
On the exhibit’s opening night, alcohol 
was served on the second floor, and it 
made for a slightly surreal scene: Open 
drinking of beer and wine amid artwork 
from the birthplace of Islam, with some 
pieces critiquing the way people follow 
the rituals and outlines of organized 





religion. 

Ajlan Gharem’s Paradise Has Many 
Gates is centered around a small 
mosque made of the exact kind of steel 
that also produces cages and fences, like 
the U.S.-run prison at Guantanamo Bay 
or the European border fortifications 
that are designed to prevent Middle 
East migrants from crossing over. Peo- 
ple freely enter Gharem’s mosque, a 
33-by-21-foot structure complete with 
steel dome; steel minaret that lights up 
in green; and a sound system that, five 
times a day, issues a call to prayer made 
of voices from different Muslim-major- 
ity countries. Minnesota Street Project 
has images of the piece, but not the 
piece itself, which does appear at a par- 
allel exhibit that opened this summer 
at Houston's Station Museum of Con- 
temporary Art. Inside Gharem’s Texas 
iteration, which is in the museum’s 
parking lot, visiting Muslims are using 
it as a practicing mosque, even as sec- 
ular art-goers crowd inside, too. Some 
visitors, Gharem says, have done yoga 
inside his art mosque. Times are chang- 
ing: In Saudi Arabia, about 70 percent 
of its citizens are under the age of 30; 
Gharem himself is 30. 

“It’s global, and it’s not just about 
Islam,” he says about his art mosque. 
“It doesn’t represent the religion — it 
represents religiosity. There are so many 
young people, and when we look back 
to the older generation, we see them as 
so good in worshipping — but we don’t 
belong to these types of things. There 
should be something that we need to 
get to. For us, we're trying to find those 
beliefs — [something] that matches our 
level of knowledge. With knowledge, 
everything is open. Books, the internet, 
everything. The issue now is that we are 
stuck in between these two things: Get- 
ting free of that old, traditional mental- 
ity, and trying to create a new level of 
beliefs and level of speech.” 

Asked about specifically using a 
mosque to make his artistic point, Gha- 
rem laughs: “I’m Muslim, and I can’t use 
a church.” 

In his Depersonalization photo and 
video series, Dhafer Al Shehri captures 
the beauty, freneticism, and movement 
of mass praying in Saudi Arabia, where 
individual expression is sublimated 
into an orchestrated expression of 
faith. From Al Shehri’s use of distance 
and cropping, the prayers resemble an 
expanse of synchronized movement — 
pointillism that comes alive every few 
frames. In a room across the way from 
Al Shehri’s work, Abdulnasser Gharem 
has a haunting video work called The 


Path that requires an understanding of a 
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tragic Saudi event. A few decades ago, in 
an arid southwestern area that borders 
the Red Sea, a large group of people 
sought shelter from a severe rainstorm 
on a bridge that subsequently collapsed 
and killed them. In The Path, Abdulnass- 
er Gharem revisits the remains of the 
structure and paints it with the Arabic 
word for path: Al Siraat. 

The exhibit features four female art- 
ists whose work is anything but timid. 
In her video piece called Elementary 
240, Njoud Alanbari re-creates murals 
— placed near Saudi schools for girls — 
which use stern wording and images of 
swords to warn the students never to 
take drugs, emulate Jews, travel abroad 
by themselves, or listen to forbidden 
music. (According to Alanbari, who 
filmed young Saudi girls playing and 
socializing around her re-created wall, 
it is private citizens and not the Saudi 
government who put them up.) 

In her video Saudi Automobile, Sarah 
Abu Abdallah paints a wrecked car in a 
brilliant pink — a commentary on the 
fact that women still aren’t allowed to 
drive in Saudi Arabia. Just last year, 
Saudi women got the right to vote 
in elections. Change is happening in 
the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, though 
maybe not at the pace preferred by 
those who attended the opening night 
of “GENERA#ION: Contemporary Art 
from Saudi Arabia.” The night featured 
music and male dancers who moved 
around in traditional outfits that had 
untraditional images of Bob Marley 
and Coca Cola bottles on them — a 
reference to artist Ahaad Alamoudi’s 
art-video critique of consumer culture 
in Saudi Arabia. 

Abdulnasser Gharem, 42, went to 
high school with two of the Sept. 11 
hijackers who crashed planes into the 
World Trade Center. At a time when 
Islam and the Middle East have become 
woven into the U.S. presidential elec- 
tions, and when Saudi Arabia is widely 
associated with 9/11, Wahhabism, and 
what could be called “backwardness,” 
“GENERA#ION: Contemporary Art 
from Saudi Arabia” is an island of re- 
flection where dancing, drinking, and 
commingling are encouraged — and 
where a different side of the country is 
evident from the moment you walk into 


the building.

Pere Lachaise Cemetery in Paris 
is an art-goer’s dream spot — a place where 
celebrity burial plots Jim Morrison, Oscar 
Wilde) are adorned with intricate reliefs 
and scrawled tributes full of passion and 
pathos. What appeared the other day near 
Sixth and Mission streets was altogether 
different and exactly the same. 

A man died. He was middle-aged. He 


lived in a hotel for transients. During his 
life, he never made a big name for him- 
self. But the man’s family and friends 
gave him the Jim Morrison treatment. 
Right on the sidewalk, where — atop a 
small red carpet, so the objects didn’t 
touch the cement — they placed lit can- 
dles, bouquets of flowers, bottles of beer 
and hard liquor, pictures of the Virgin 
Mary, and a big, handmade sign reading, 
“R.I.P. Leovic.” The placard included such 
tributes as, “made San Francisco a better 
place,” and “His heart was bigger than 
his self.” Then there was this handwrit- 
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ing: “I love you son. Dad.” 

Leovic’s father made the sign, said 
the lobby attendant inside the hotel, 
a woman who described the scene 
outside, and Leovic himself, as “Sweet. 
Verrrry sweet.” When SF Weekly in- 
quired about Leovic, who was known in 
the building as Leo, she went outside to 
take a photo of the funeral procession. 
It was a kind of procession, with two 
middle-aged men standing and paying 
their respects amid the empty bottles 
and the candles that flickered as the sky 
turned to dusk.

Earlier that day, just after dawn, 
SF Weekly came across a far different 
type of street art: a child’s sidewalk draw- 
ings in the Outer Richmond District. 
These featured drawings of a girl riding a 
camel, and the Golden Gate Bridge and 
bBy water, and the words, “Bornn 
raised” and “The City.” The young artist’s 
life is just beginning. But like Leovic on 








Sixth Street, hints of this child’s biogra- 
phy are on display for passersby to see 
and stand over. The detritus of the adult 
world closed in on the kid’s sidewalk art: 
A cigarette butt found its way to the edge 
of the camel drawing. But that’s where it 
stayed, along with fallen tree leaves. And 
in the weeks ahead, the girl on the side- 
walk should continue to smile, until the 
next rain comes and washes the art away.

Testify! 


Last week, more than two dozen 
adult performers gathered in Walnut 
Creek to address the California Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Standards Board. 

The adult industry finally caught 
a break from Cal/OSHA in February, 
when, after hours of testimony from 
performers, the board listened to work- 
ers pleas and threw out proposed reg- 
ulation 5193.1, which would have put 
performers’ medical privacy at risk and 
required barriers for almost all sex acts. 

Performers and industry advocates 
have shown up at every board meeting 
since then, imploring the board to con- 
tinue placing worker voices at the center 
of the conversation regarding regulation. 

On Thursday, performers came from 
as far as Orange County to encourage the 
board to adopt Petition 560, which was 
submitted by the industry’s trade associ- 
ation (which, full disclosure, I work for). 
That proposal would give performers ac- 
cess to a larger tool kit of STI prevention 
methods, including condoms, 14-day 
testing for seven different in- 
fections, and pre-exposure 
prophylaxis (PrEP), a 
daily medication not 
unlike birth control 
that is shown to 
have upward of 
90 percent effica- 
cy in preventing 
HIV transmis- 
sion. 

However, 560 
is not the only pe- 
tition on the block. 
The AIDS Healthcare 
Foundation, which 
has led a multi-pronged 
attack on the adult industry for 
nearly a decade now, has also submitted 
a petition that’s basically identical to 
the regulations that were struck down 
back in February — and which AHF also 
proposed. 

But industry veterans acted as a 
counterweight. Self-described “Gay Porn 
Mama’ mr. Pam — of NakedSword in 
Berkeley — has been directing con- 
dom-only films for more than a decade, 
and Jiz Lee of San Francisco’s Pink and 
White Productions has led the charge 
of the queer porn movement for just as 
long, choosing to shoot only scenes that 
make use of condoms and other barriers, 
such as gloves and dental dams. Yet Pam 
and Lee each spoke out against regu- 
lations that would mandate condoms, 
insisting that — just like designer foot- 
wear — when it comes to sexual health, 
one size never fits all. 

AHF had several retired performers 
give testimony, including Rod Daily (who 
acquired HIV in 2013, prompting his exit 
from adult film). During her testimony, 
mr. Pam delicately pointed out that, as 
far as she knew, Daily performed exclu- 
sively with condoms during his eight- 
year career — not a great argument for 
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an industry-wide fail-safe. 

Local performer-producer Ara- 
belle Raphael, who has performed for 
six years for sites like kink.com and 
Burning Angel, also addressed the Cal/ 
OSHA board. Raphael and her husband 
now produce their own independent 
content out of their home in the East 
Bay. However, the regulations that AHF 
keeps pushing to get on the books would 
ensure that even folks like Raphael and 
her husband would have to perform with 
condoms or face hefty fines that they as 
new small-business owners can’t afford. 

Raphael spoke plainly about having 
her own critiques of the adult industry, 
but insisted that the petition submitted 
by AHF wouldn't address any of them, 
whereas she found petition 560 to 
contain workable solutions to the conun- 
drum of regulating such a multifaceted 
industry. She also pointed out that 
AHP’s retaliatory attacks on performers 
who speak out creates a culture of silence 
that puts workers at further risk. 

“It quiets us in a way that is very dan- 

gerous, she said. 

HIV is not some- 
thing to take lightly. 
Yet with not a single 
transmission of the 
virus in more than a 
decade on sets that 

use the stringent 
testing protocols, 

it seems as though 

the adult film 

industry is doing 
something right. 
One would think 
that an organiza- 
tion as large as the 
x AHF would be keen 
< © to work in collaboration 
a0 —- with a population that is on 
the cutting edge of sexual health 
— especially considering the media 
reach each adult performer commands. 
Instead, performers are shut out, rid- 
iculed, harassed, or bribed by AHF in 
its obsessive crusade to persecute porn 
stars, using money intended for patients ® 
living with HIV. 

After hearing passionate testimony, 
the board voted to shelve both petitions 
until they could be evaluated by an advi- 
sory committee. Unfortunately, at least 
two of the board members expressed 
that they were unlikely to be swayed by 
any of the committee findings. 

“T don’t personally care what any- 
body says on the advisory committee,” 
Board Chair David Thomas said, just 
before the meeting adjourned. “You're 
supposed to use condoms ... you're 
going to have to get over it. It’s gonna 
happen.” 

Crestfallen, two dozen weary porn 
performers — who had all taken an 
unpaid day off — got back in their cars 
and drove home, knowing that it takes 
a long time to change hearts and minds. 
But all we can do is keep trying.

The Intervention 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
The first film to be written and directed 
by character actor and overall national 
treasure Clea DuVall, the charming The 
Intervention pulls off the “group of 
friends hash out their problems over a 
long weekend” story in a way that many 
other movies fail to do. Believing that 
something has to be done about the un- 
happy marriage of Peter (Vincent Piazza) 
and Ruby (Cobie Smulders), and that it’s 
up to their friends to do it, alcoholic An- 
nie (Melanie Lynskey) and husband Matt 
(Jason Ritter) gather mutual friends. 
There’s Jessie (Duvall) and her age-ap- 
propriate girlfriend, Sarah (Natasha Ly- 
onne, reuniting with her girlfriend from 
But I'ma Cheerleader), and Jack (Ben 
Schwartz) and his age-inappropriate girl- 
friend, Lola (Alia Shawkat), all of whom 
stage an intervention on Peter and Ru- 
by’s marriage during a weekend getaway. 
As is to be expected with a cast this size, 
not everyone gets a chance to shine — 
Ritter is underused — but Schwartz re- 
veals a dramatic range beyond his more 
familiar Jean-Ralphio and Rutabaga Ra- 
bitowitz personas. It is perhaps not a co- 
incidence that as the writer and director, 
the openly queer DuVall not only ex- 
plodes a particular myth about lesbians 
and compulsive cohabitation, but she 
also gets to be intimate onscreen to vary- 
ing degrees with both Lyonne and 
Shawkat.

Ghost Team 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the 4-Star Theatre. 

There are two movies opening this week 
that have casts full of comedy profes- 
sionals, and one of those movies is very 
good. The other is Oliver Irving’s Ghost 
Team. Louis (Jon Heder) is a copy-shop 
employee determined to win an audition 
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for his favorite reality show, Ghost Get- 
ters — which, in just one of many ques- 
tionable directorial choices, distractingly 
uses the original Star Trek typeface. After 
he learns of a potentially haunted farm- 
house, Louis gathers up his fat-slob best 
friend Stan (David Krumholtz, phoning 
it in long-distance), wiseass electron- 
ics-store employee Zak (Paul W. Downs, 
best known as Trey on Broad City), para- 
military-minded security guard Ross 
(Justin Long), paranormal-enthusiast 
beautician Ellie (Melonie Diaz), and tele- 
vision psychic Victoria (the great Amy 
Sedaris, phoning it in from an even lon- 
ger distance than Krumholtz) to investi- 
gate. This is yet another sad case of 
normally reliable comic actors given very 
little to do, mired as they are in weak 
jokes and stodgy staging — but the hell 
of it is, Ghost Team nearly redeems itself 
with a third-act twist that arrives well af- 
ter the viewer has stopped caring. Per- 
haps the best thing that can be said 
about Ghost Team is that as low-budget 
ghost-hunting films released to cash in 
on a canonical Ghostbusters film go, it’s 
still better than Alan Smithee’s Ghost Fe- 
ver. SC 


Ixcanul 

Not rated. 
Opens Friday at Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Poisonous snakes slither across the fields 
of a coffee plantation. A dormant vol- 
cano must be appeased with offerings 
lest it spread lava and havoc. Gray 
plumes of smoke rise from an evening 
fire then drift off screen. They’re close 
enough to inhale and taste. Someone 
slits a pig’s throat and the blood begins 
to run. A girl, reluctant to marry, is 
groomed like a debutante, her beauty 
prized and meant for display. The imag- 
ery in Jayro Bustamante’s Ixcamul — 
even shadows at night — is filled with 
the breath of life. An almost-sacred eroti- 
cism slowly edges toward a vivid, paint- 
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erly surrealism. Maria, barely a teen, is a 
Guatemalan Eve at one with the land- 
scape around her. When the wind sighs 
across the hillsides, it’s her inner life 
that’s expressing itself. It isn’t that she’s 
wild; it’s that the world’s gone tame. As 
Maria, Maria Mercedes Coroy’s face car- 
ries, at the same time, the expression of 
the muse who inspires and the artist 
who creates. The Mayan people look 
small against the obsidian landscape, 
and even smaller when they rush to the 
city for help. But their plight, as they 
fight for survival and butt against mo- 
dernity, only feels enormous, like they’re 
scaling up the side of an impassable 
mountain.

Morris from America 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Sundance Kabuki. 
Craig Robinson, if given the chance, 
could carry the dramatic weight of a fea- 
ture film. Here he delivers one lonely, 
well-written monologue five minutes be- 
fore the movie ends. In Chad Hartigan’s 
Morris from America, Robinson is Curtis 
Gentry, a widower and soccer coach rais- 
ing his 13-year-old son Morris in Ger- 
many. He and his son appear to be the 
sole people of color in all of Heidelberg, 
sharing a deep sense of cultural isolation 
that only music counteracts. Morris, in 
an effort to open up, discovers that teen- 
agers in Germamy are just as mean, 
fickle, and maladjusted as they are in 
America. The hip-hop soundtrack, Mor- 
ris’ own X-rated rap lyrics, and a pillow 
used for frottage while Miguel sings 
“Pussy Is Mine” collectively prevent the 
film from qualifying as an after-school 
special. But a tepid script and a timid 
camera render scenes of acting out anda 
first crush emotionally inert. The com- 
plex mess of adolescence, and the psy- 
chological effects of racism, might have 
been richly felt if father and son had 
shared an equal amount of screen time. 
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In his few scenes, Robinson subtly com- 
municates, with his eyes and vocal inflec- 
tions, Curtis’ sense of grief. If Hartigan 
had concentrated on his ease and open- 
ness, he might have earned both charac- 
ters the authentic happy ending they 
deserved. JE 


The People vs. Fritz Bauer 
Rated R. 

Opens Friday at Opera Plaza Cinema. 
With his back to the camera, a man sits 
down ina room filled with shadows. He 
speaks into a tape recorder — plainly 
and proudly — about his role in the 
genocide of European Jews during World 
War II. This is the man that Hannah Ar- 
endt famously described as manifesting 
the “banality of evil”: Adolf Eichmann. 
The People vs. Fritz Bauer, however, con- 
cerns itself with his unknown nemesis, 
Fritz Bauer, the German attorney gen- 
eral who doggedly pursued Eichmann’s 
extradition in the late 1950s. As 


Burghart Klaufsner plays him, Bauer was 
an admirable if brusque man with an un- 
wavering commitment toward bringing 
Nazi war criminals to justice. That he 
was a closeted gay man — homosexual- 
ity was illegal in West Germany until 
1969 — as well as Jewish, he had to ne- 
gotiate office politics with former mem- 
bers of the Nazi party, complicating an 
already daunting job. Though decades 
have passed since Arendt’s character 
study was published, Lars Kraume has 
directed, if obversely, a companion piece. 
Largely procedural, the narrative is more 
than a mere depiction of, what might be 
called, the “banality of a bureaucrat.” In- 
stead, Kraume and Klaufsner patiently 
punctuate the plot with enough of Bau- 
er’s personal foibles that a portrait of the 
prosecutor emerges as a rare, if gruff, 
bird. From the wreckage wrought by the 
war, Fritz Bauer’s moral compass re- 
mained reliably intact. JE

New Queen in The Hive

If I had infinite dollars and no 
other duties, I would probably eat two 
dinners a night until I died, happily, face- 
down in a plate at age 43. (Tragically, I 
write about a lot of art shit.) I eat out 
plenty, but it is challenging to find time 
to return to places to see how they de- 
velop. Seasons change, menus shift, and 
the only constant is staff turnover. Peo- 
ple ask me where | eat most frequently, 
and my answer is always the same: Tu 
Lan. It’s cheap, it’s fast, and it’s right by 
the office. For dinner, though, I’m eter- 
nally chasing after the new. 

Compared to people who make 
iPhones for a living, this is not a bad 
problem to have. But it can become an 
issue when one well-regarded chef re- 
places another, and the roster of dishes 
changes accordingly, yet my perspec- 
tive remains frozen in amber, as if the 
joint became fossilized six weeks after 
the grand opening. 

For the first time since I sat in 
this chair, I’ve gone back somewhere: 
Calavera in Uptown Oakland. Sophina 
Uong — who came from Revival Bar 
and Kitchen in Berkeley, and Oakland’s 
Pican before that — has been in the 
kitchen a little less than six months, 
replacing opening chef Cristian Irabien 
after he moved to Cala in Hayes Valley, 
and everyone told me she was tearing 
it up. I was also a judge at the Lamb 
Jam this summer, which Uong won for 
the third time running, this time for 
her spicy, imaginative lamb shoulder 
pave with eggplant-date lutenitsa, 
sumac pickled corn, and cherry bomb 
harissa. (There was no small amount 
of consternation on the nine-member 
panel over our failure to get a major- 
ity vote on the first ballot, or at least 
before the wine ran out, but Uong was 
always in the lead.) 

In any case, I liked Calavera a lot 
when I last ate there exactly a year 
ago, when it was open only for dinner 
(and when places like Firebrand Arti- 
san Breads had yet to open up in The 
Hive, the live-work-eat space of which 
Calavera is a part). I loved the huitla- 
coche, the made-in-house tortillas, the 
fact that servers swap out dirty plates 
once you've served yourself a couple 
of sauce-heavy shared dishes, and the 
mezcal — and it still has Jonathan’s 
gin-and-tonic, one of the best G&Ts 
I’ve ever tasted. 

And I remembered the guacamole, 
but I didn’t remember it being so gen- 
erous: Normally, you'll run out of it be- 
fore you run out of chips, but not here. 
(At $10, it’s pricey guac, but the chips

were replenished quickly and without 
asking.) The smoky nopales in the que- 
sadillas prehispanico con chapulines 
($15) were neither scorched nor slimy, 
and the grasshoppers 

(chapulines) sourced 


or possibly more photogenic, but that 
sort of mentality is getting more and 
more common. 
The esquites (corn salad, $9) was 
nice and sweet, and 
rather spicy owing 


from Oaxaca were Calavera Mexican to the gypsy peppers 
satisfyingly crunchy Kitchen & Agave Bar and chile pequin, 
and earthy-sweet, a 2337 Broadway, Oakland which made it a per- 


pretty spiffy add-on 
as biblical plagues go. 
I would have liked to 
see something more 
creative than ordi- 
nary salsa and sour 
cream on the side, but 
that’s comparatively 
minor. 

The only disappointment was the 
pulpo, which, on the octopus dishes, 
was the opposite of a frutti di mare. It 
was cold, as well as chewy and larded 
up with things that sounded great 
(peanuts, grilled pineapple) but got 
buried in the mix. And the pineapples 
were barely grilled. Then there was an 
avocado mousse that added nothing 
and tasted like thin gruel after that 
gloriously chunky guacamole. I don’t 
know if the kitchen went that route 
because it’s more elegant-sounding

fect accompaniment 
to the flat iron steak 
($29). Calavera has 
always had a rep- 
utation for being 
costly — which 
made the wage-theft 
accusations from 
earlier this year all 
the more upsetting — and any time | 
see an entree at that exact price point, 
I can’t help but sniff and probe it for 
any obvious ways in which the original 
vision might have been adulterated 

to keep things under the $30 mark 
without the restaurant taking a hit. 
But this wood-fired, flat iron steak was 
practically exquisite, fatty and lacking 
any of the characteristic toughness of 
the cut. With charred onion soubise 
and cumin, plus peppers underneath 
the meat that have practically become 
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Flat iron steak

liquified, it’s both conservative — 
being good old beef and all — anda 
bit courageous, as I don’t know quite 
how to contextualize it in Mexican 
cuisine. For dessert, stay safer and get 
the churrodonas ($8), which are like 
doughy hyper-churros that come with 
chocolate and passion fruit dipping 
sauces. Don’t even consider the alter- 
natives when you have something that 
good to order. 

Calavera pushed the boundaries 
of Mexican cuisine from the start. 
While it’s easy to see how Uong was 
chosen for her current role — her 
career arc has included at least one 
stop in the land of whole-animal 
butchery, which her current home is 
well equipped for — it’s cool to seea 
Cambodian-American woman leading 
a Mexican restaurant, which further 
erodes distinctions between artificial 
categories. Having debuted right as we 
reached peak mezcal, it’s possible that 
Calavera could continue to evolve into 
something completely unhindered by 
expectations.

Nico’s Tasting 
Menu ls a Steal

Of the 30 restaurants in San 
Francisco that currently have at least one 
Michelin star, only four are west of Fill- 
more Street. In no way does that imply 
that any of them are obscure or remote, 
but as Michelin stars attract crowds, it’s 
always nice when a restaurant that wins 
international attention for its excellence 
manages to retain a neighborhood vibe. 
Nico, the one-Michelin-starred modern 
French bistro in Presidio Heights, is one. 
Chef-owner Nicolas Delaroque’s combina- 
tion of Continental technique with local 
California ingredients creates inventive 
results. And although this statement that 
might cause jaws to drop in almost any 
other American city, a $65 tasting menu 
of this caliber — with optional $55 wine 
pairings — isa steal. Here are five sum- 
mery dishes from a recent visit. 


Beets with blackberry 

and rose geranium 

So many vegetables have jumped from 
humble to beloved, but beets’ leap is par- 
ticularly dramatic. They’re arguably in 
season almost all year long, but they’re es- 
pecially tender in summer, and pairing 
them with something with as short a win- 
dow of availability as blackberries yields a 
deeply satisfying dish in the colors of car- 
nality. 


Squash with roe and tomato water 
Equally seasonal but markedly different 
in tone from the prior course, this plate is 
all gentle curves, with thin slices of cucur- 
bits in a judicious amount of tomato wa- 
ter. Although it comes from overripe fruit, 
tomato water can be mild and nearly col- 
orless, so it needs something vibrant in 
order to work its magic. The textural pop 
of the roe is just the thing. 


Black cod with cabbage, 

abalone mushroom, and lovage 
Dark and nearly viscous, like oyster sauce, 
the earthy dressing on these lightly

cooked cabbage leaves — plus the leaves 
themselves — adds a bracing note to bal- 
ance the rich, silky texture of the black 
cod. If such things matter to you, it’s 
worth noting that this is a highly nutri- 
tious plate (and black cod, while high in 
omega-3s, isn’t a cod). 


Veal with corn, sea beans, and uni 
Nico’s overall level of refinement means 
you ll never do a double-take and wonder 
if the kitchen’s playing a joke on you. But 
on paper, the combination of corn and uni 
sounds like a highbrow-lowbrow mashup. 
Not so when arranged around perfectly 
cooked slices of veal. By now you realize 
that Delaroque’s gut instincts lead him to- 
ward harmonious proportions. 


Yellow nectarine with Jimmy 
Nardello peppers and a financier 
Who doesn't love the idea of a sweet pep- 
per turned into an ice cream-like dessert, 
especially paired with fresh stone fruit 
and that ultimate patisserie morsel, a fi- 
nancier? Clever but not too clever, sweet 
but not overly sweet, it’s a wonderful note 
to close on.

Lunch Where the 
Lion-Tamers Eat 


Tigers in the Ringling Bros. circus eat 16 
pounds of meat a day, and sometimes 
their food gets delivered to the wrong 
place. This can occasionally make Chef 
Joe, who runs the kitchen for the circus’s 
humans, a tad jealous. 

“They eat really good,” he says. 
We're on a train that’s resting on 
railroad sidings in an industrial section 

of Oakland, not far from the Lake 
Merritt BART station, a no-man’s-land 
where the 300 performers and crew 
members effectively live during their 
week-plus stay in town. After this, the 
train will motor to San Jose and then 
up to Sacramento. As the per- yy p35 
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formers work about 11 months out of 
the year, on four-year tours, the train 
— all 61 cars of it, plus any lawn chairs 
they’ve got outside their window — is 
their home. (They have a mailing ad- 
dress in Florida, though.) We’re stand- 
ing in the center of the train, in what’s 
known as the Pie Car, which functions 
as the employee cafeteria, churning 
out 1,500 meals each week to clowns, 
lion-tamers, and — of course — the 
ringmaster himself. These performers 
have to eat well. 

“This is the only artistic craft where 
mortality is perpetually in the shad- 
ows, Ringmaster Jonathan Lee Iverson 
says. I love Meryl Streep, but she’s 
never walked on a movie said and gone, 
‘Hun, this might be the last time I’m 
here.’ It’s different for a trapeze artist.” 

So we're tearing into sashimi tuna 
with a tropical vinaigrette, vegetable 
potstickers, and chimichurri beef with 
tortillas. I expect to see a parade of ex- 
tremely fit, extremely hungry acrobats 
file in for chow at any point, but as it’s a 
one-show day, most people are off-site 
and it’s very quiet. There’s not even a 
unicyclist gliding down the center of the 
car, although we do have a clown (who, 
unsurprisingly, isn’t in clown-face). 

“I am a clown, hence the sarcasm,” 
the otherwise amiable guy says. “I’m 
just excited to eat.” 

Children grow up on this “town 
without a ZIP code.” Being largely 
sheltered from the world outside yet 
exposed to all different types of people 
can make for a unique type of engage- 
ment with the world. (They have “street 
smarts in a bubble,” Iverson says.) 

And because 29 nationalities are 
represented on staff during the current 
tour, the food that’s served is integrat- 
ed into the kids’ curriculum: They eat 
something one day and learn about it in 
school the next. Since most people like 
comfort food in the vein of what they 
grew up with, the onus is on the kitchen 
to get a lot of variety. 

“We're trying to diversify, to add 
different cultural things,” Chef Joe says. 
“We're going to be adding carnitas, Ja- 
maican jerk chicken. On the weekends 
we do close to 200 [covers]. We just 
crank it out.” 

Living and working in close quarters 
is not easy. My mind drifts to thinking 
of the circus the way that Archer depicts 
a spy outfit: as an ordinary workplace 
complete with office politics and pas- 
sive-ageressive emails. I go back for 
seconds of chimichurri and stare at the 
framed, vintage posters between the 
windows. What is H.R. like, mediating 
squabbles among Cossacks? 

But from what I can glean, it’s a 
pretty happy family. They cook compa- 
ny-wide barbecues — something Iver- 
son describes as “a religion” — a couple 
times each year. 

“The only time we have discord is 
around the Olympics,” he says. — PLK

AnRx Fromthe 
Witch Doctor

“No matter how you look at it, it 
all began on a boat,” says Daniel Parks, 
beverage director at Financial District tiki 
bar Pagan Idol. 

The latest drinking destination to 
come from Future Bars, this escapist 
oasis derives its name from the wooden 
statues that embody the spirit of Poly- 
nesian pop culture. Pagan Idol is a bar 
on a mission, a space that sets out to 
tell the story of tiki from exploratory 
voyage to tropical island. 

It’s not the first Future Bars endeav- 
or to home in on a sliver of the cocktail 
tradition — but with a smoke-spewing 
volcano and drinks lit on fire, it may be 
the most whimsical. 

Owner Brian Sheehy “had always 
wanted to do a tiki bar,” Parks says, 
and after opening Tupper & Reed in 
Berkeley, the group’s East Bay outpost, 
he decided it was time. The space has 
been open nearly six months now, like 
an after-work Pan Am Clipper to Fiji for 
the suits and ties of the FiDi plus any 
assorted jaguar gods. 

A trip to Pagan Idol begins in the 
Captain's Quarters, a tavern-like front 
bar reminiscent of a stalwart naval 
vessel. There’s a steering wheel in the 
front window, illuminated portholes, 
an aquarium, and brilliant crackin’ light 
fixtures crafted by glassblower Ivan 
Mora. It’s a little more luxurious than 
the balsa wood raft of the Kon-Tiki tale, 
and opens for business at 4 p.m. daily. 

A substantial, leather-bound book 
of rums — arranged by country of or- 
igin — supplements the splashy menu 
of 16 illustrated drinks. The book opens 
with a playful note from a character 
called “Doc,” and features hand-drawn 
graphics of more than two dozen 
rum-producing regions. Off-menu or- 
ders are welcome, although why anyone 
would opt for, say, an Old Fashioned in 
a tiki bar is beyond me. 

The bartenders are decked out in 
Hawaiian shirts and floral leis, but 
they’re serious about the construction 
of their cocktails, which range from 
traditional to innovative and include 
time-honored ingredients such as 
falernum, créme de cacao, fassionola, 
orgeat, and ron de Venzuela — as well 
as amusing additions like aloha, relax- 
ation, ancient curse, and death (alone, in 
the rain). Drinks are ornately garnished 
with banana leaves, umbrellas, orchids, 
and fruit wedges, and several are 
served in specialty bowls and glasses 
— though the innate pirate qualities of 
certain visitors has dissuaded the staff 
from serving cocktails in overly valu- 
able vessels. 

House specials include a lip-puck- 
ering Mai Tai float made with Rhum

Martinique and ron de Venezeula, and 
the dangerously drinkable Banana Life, 
a simple sipper that won’t make you 
think too hard (or at all) as you wrap 
your lips around the straw. Another 
trademark of Pagan Idol is it’s well- 
honed use of fire in the production of 
the Fassionola Gold — a shared bowl 
beverage whose lemon oil-soaked sugar 
cubes are set aflame by a blowtorch and 
a flairosol filled with rum. (Warning: 
Emits showers of sparks, sort of). 

While most of the drinks are am- 
bitious in appearance and straightfor- 
ward in flavor — and boozy, very boozy 
— several are also somewhat serious in 
their complexity. Flavored with notes 
of lavender, rose water, citrus, and hi- 
biscus, the City of Refuge toes the line 
between masculine and feminine, while 
the Bird of Paradise dusts a savory 
note of dried-plum powder and sea salt 
on its cloud of passion fruit whipped 
cream. 

The Captain’s Quarters are sectioned 
off from the rest of the establishment 
by a locked door, and as the front 
rooms begin to crowd, an air of antic- 
ipation builds. Visitors start asking 
when “the island” will be opened for 
business. 

“It usually takes about an hour to 
get there,’ says a bartender, playing 
along. “There may be a tail wind, but 
we re making good progress today.” 

Not long after this announcement, 
a bell is rung alongside shouts of “land 
ho!” and guests are allowed to explore 
the back bar at will. Though the Cap- 
tain’s Quarters never empties, the is- 
land, with its sticky floors, private grass 
huts, wicker stools and mercurial volca- 
no, does tend to be more popular. 

The focal point is a 9-foot-tall, hand- 
carved statue of Lono, the Hawaiian 
god of peace and fertility. It was carved 
by Ivan Mora, the same artist who did 
Pagan Idol’s blown glass (as well as the 
spectacular chandelier in Bourbon and 
Branch). Along with a second statue, 
carved by Al Evans, these two tikis em- 
body the spirit of the island — which 
is mostly one of whimsy, with very few 
human sacrifices in the caldera. 

“T want this to be the bar people go 
to to have fun,” Sheehy said at Pagan 
Idol’s conception. 

And so it is. This isn’t really a place 
to get serious about your beverages. 

It’s a place to get silly, to slurp frothy 
drinks through swirly straws and stick 
little umbrellas in your hair under a 
fiber optic ceiling beside an erupting 
volcano that spews smoke over a koi 
pond. (“When the gods are angry,” 
Parks says.)

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‘TM GOING TO STILL GIVE YOU THAT RAW AND GRITTY’

The average listener probably 
won't understand the bulk of what 
Mozzy raps about or the place from 
which his life experiences are derived. 

Do you know what it means to 
“beam on the scope” or “switch on that 
glickery”? Ever put “duct tape on the 
handle of the yap”? Felt “on duffle” or 
“blammy”? Or what about “playin’ with 
no ducket”? Ever done that? 

Chances are you haven't, but that’s 
OK, because the gist of what Mozzy 
is rapping about — crime, drugs, hus- 
tling, struggling — shines through 
regardless. Like Chief Keef, another 
so-called gangster rapper, Mozzy is 
a shrewd documentarian of life on 
the streets — or, as he calls it, “in the 
trenches.” But unlike Keef, who is 
known for making bouncy, anthemic 
ditties that glorify the hardships of 
living in the underbelly of society, 
Mozzy takes a more sobering approach 
in his music — and that’s because it all 
comes from firsthand experience. 

“Tm not here to entertain some nig- 
gas on some hip-hop shit,” the 29-year- 
old says. “I’m not here to entertain 
niggas on some dance shit. When my 
shit comes on, I don't give a fuck if you 
dance or not. I need you to listen to 
the shit that I’m talking about because 
it’s realistic. This gangsta shit that I be 
rapping about, it’s not like a nigga just 
be making it up. It’s really our lives.” 

Dark though his music may be, 
listeners can’t seem to get enough of 
Mozzy and his cinéma vérité approach 
to songwriting. In the last 18 months, 
he’s earned writeups in Pitchfork and 
Rolling Stone, and has been asked to do 
features for a number of big-name rap- 
pers like Young Thug, YG, and Nipsey 
Hussle. 

Mozzy grew up in Oak Park, one of 
the most crime-ridden neighborhoods 
in Sacramento, and was raised by his 
grandmother, a member of the Black 
Panther Party, because his father was 
incarcerated and his mother was ad- 
dicted to crack cocaine. After dropping 
out of high school, he became involved 
in gang life, and between 2005 and 
2008, he was arrested three times for 
charges that included evading police 
and carrying a loaded firearm. 

Though he’s always rapped for fun, 
it was only in 2012, at the age of 26, 
that Mozzy began to seriously pursue 
music. Since then, he’s released mate- 
rial at an unprecedented rate, dropping 
eight albums and mixtapes between 
2013 and 2015, and 10 projects al- 
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ready this year. His prolificness, he 
says, is a combination of his natural 
affinity for working hard and the result 
of the precarious realities of living in 
the hood. 

“Tm in love with working,” he says. 
“T grew up on the four-letter word. My 
grandmother used to teach that to us, 
so it’s really embedded in me. But also, 
niggas in my neighborhood die at 16 
or 17. 'm 29 and it’s crazy to make it 
to this age in my jurisdiction. So I was 
rushing that shit because I don’t know 
when my expiration is.” 

Though he’s on probation for a 
2014 conviction on charges of gun 
possession and possession of con- 
trolled substances, Mozzy was allowed 
to relocate to Los Angeles earlier this 
year and was granted limited travel 
rights to perform in other states. He 
estimates that he’s played about “10 or 
15” shows already this year in states 
like Oklahoma, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
Nevada, Washington, and Missouri. 

Living in Sacramento had become 
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a hazard, Mozzy says, which is why 
heading to the Southland, where he 
has no enemies — because “ain't no- 
body in L.A. killed none of my homies” 
— was a wise a move. 

“Location is very key when you are 
in gang activity, period,” he says. “If 
you can get out of the location where 
the gang activity is going on, you ain’t 
going to do nothing but grow. And 
in Sacramento, I was either gonna 
kill somebody, get killed, or go to jail. 
Those were the only options. I became 
too big to be playing in a city full of 
politics.” 

In the handful of months that 
Mozzy has been living in Los Angeles, 
he’s released a few projects — most 
notably Mandatory Check and Beautiful 
Struggle — met celebrities, and, over- 
all, “just grown a lot.” When I spoke 
with him on a Thursday afternoon 
in August, he had just returned from 
a shopping escapade at the Slauson 
Swapmeet in South Central L.A., where 
he'd bought a pair of earrings and tak- 
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en “hella pictures” with fans. 

Mozzy’s also been keeping his nose 
clean and staying out of trouble thanks 
to help from his probation officer, 
management, and squad. But though 
he’s less involved in gang life now, 
Mozzy is adamant about retaining the 
same sound and focus in his music. 

“This rap shit changed my life, but it 
didn’t change my loved ones’ lives,” he 
says. Even though I’m not necessarily 
hella deep in the struggle, my people 
still is. So, no matter what I’m doing in 
my life, ’m going to still give you that 
raw and gritty. That shit is embedded 
in me naturally.”

In April 2015, Nate Salman 
uploaded Nowhere Now, the debut album 
from his band Waterstrider, online. A 
long-overdue follow-up to the Oakland 
quartet's 2011 EP, Constellation, the 
self-released record quietly joined the 
ranks of other independent albums on 
iTunes and BandCamp, garnering only a 
handful of local write-ups. But then, 
about a month later, an email arrived 
that changed everything. 

“T was very confused,” Salman says. 
“T was like, ‘Is this legit? Because this 
seems kind of far-fetched.” 

Sent by the assistant to producer, 
multi-instrumentalist, and former 
Gnarles Barkley member Danger 
Mouse, the email praised the album, 
which combines Salman’s androgy- 
nous Thom Yorke-esque falsetto with 
African-influenced highlife guitars. A 
phone call between Salman and Danger 
Mouse ensued, followed by a three-day 
studio session in Los Angeles, a record 
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contract with Danger Mouse’s label, 
30th Century Records, and, earlier this 
month, a spruced up, bonus-track pad- 
ded re-release of Nowhere Now. 

Since its formation in 2009, Water- 
strider has gone through many itera- 
tions. Originally a jam band consisting 
of Salman and other UC Berkeley 
students living in the North Berkeley 
co-op Cloyne Court Hotel, it evolved 
into a short-lived Afrobeat octet be- 
fore morphing into a punk four piece. 
Then, in 2011, the band became an 
indie-rock quintet. 

“I was trying a lot of different 
things out,” Salman says. “I was explor- 
ing what I wanted to do.” 

In the spring of that year, Water- 
strider released its first EP, an achieve- 
ment that was short-lived because 
graduation was right around the cor- 
ner. Though Salman wanted to remain 
in the Bay Area and keep the band 
together, the other musicians had dif- 
ferent plans. Realizing he’d “lost [his] 
band,” Salman moved back home to 


Santa Barbara to live with his parents, 
and decided to pursue Waterstrider on 
his own. 

“I didn’t really want to be there, but 
it was one of those things where I had 
no money saved up, so [ had to,” he 
says of returning home.” 

Over the next few years, Salman 
toiled away on Nowhere Now, pen- 
ning predominantly introspective, 
soul-searching songs based on his re- 
ality as an early 20-something with no 
clue as to what he wanted to do with 
his life. 

“I was trying to figure out my life 
and who | was and what I was doing,” 
says Salman, who’s now 26. “A lot of 
the music I write is pretty self-reflec- 
tive.” 

Sonically, Salman continued in the 
vein that Waterstrider had champi- 
oned in its 2011 EP, combining the 
moodier ethos of bands like Radiohead 
and Sigur Ros with intricate Afrobeat 
rhythms, a la Fela Kuti or Ebo Taylor. 

The result is a shimmering, albeit

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capricious, album filled with cinematic 
orchestration, dreamy melodies, gal- 
loping guitars, and exotic percussion. 
“Calliope,” a track about writer’s block, 
is propelled by sweeping guitars and 
what sounds like the tapping of drum 
sticks, while “Just A Taste” is a more 
somber cut filled with licks of deep 
bass, hand claps, and Salman’s impres- 
sive, high-pitched wailing. 

For an album that grew from 
feelings of unrest and uncertainty, 
Nowhere Now is deceptively self-as- 
sured and assiduous. And even though 
Salman may still not have “all the 
answers, as he sings in the chorus on 
“White Sparks,” he’s definitely on the 
right path.

— plus similar minimal house cuts — 
into his headlining DJ set. Joining him are 
Montreal jazz-house wunderkind Jacques 
Greene, Kenton Slash Demon performing 
live, and more.

The 
party starts at 5 p.m., with a happy hour 
on the open air patio featuring Germany's 
Monolink, a melodic techno producer, plus 
others. At 9 p.m., it moves downstairs into 
the treasury basement, with acid techno 
legend Robert Babicz taking over with 
additional performers in the vaults.

Parameter has brought some of 

Europe's most cutting-edge sounds 

to San Francisco, and, on Saturday, 

they do it again with a showcase from 
Glasgow's All Caps Records. All Caps 

isn't a particularly prolific label — eight 
records in five years — but its sound and 
aesthetic have always been ahead of the 
game, presenting deconstructed grime 
experiments early on with hallucinogenic, 
left-field house and techno coming 
recently. Label owner Bake headlines, 
with Neuroshima and Florist supporting. 
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led by Kerri Chandler, patron saint of 
Chicago deep house. Chandler has 26 
years of superb, genre-defining releas- 
es to his name, and his DJ sets are like 
paeans to house music writ large, fea- 
turing old classics set against newer, 
contemporary sounds. 

Bicep, meanwhile, represent house 
music’s future. A duo from Dublin, 
Bicep began as a blog (feelmybicep. 
com) dedicated to digging and sharing 
vintage disco and house cuts. After 
it exploded in popularity, they began 
DJing around the world and are now 
working on an all-original album. 

Upstairs features rough-edged 
sounds from L.[.E.S. artists Gunnar 
Haslam and Greg Beato, both of whom 
turn techno in on itself. 


Tri Works presents Patricia Hall at 
Underground SF, 9 p.m.-1 a.m. Sunday, 
Aug. 28. $5; undergroundsf.com 

Tri Works is an irregularly occurring club 
night featuring artists from throughout 
the fringes of the new American 
underground. Sunday's party features 
Patricia Hall, one half of the former 

duo Soft Metals, whose two albums for 
Captured Tracks placed them firmly 
within the ranks of the contemporaneous 
minimal wave resurgence. Hall now 
records solo, producing elegant techno, 
and Sunday is her live solo debut in San 
Francisco. She's joined by Sweaterfunk’s 
Chungtech and Chasms' Jess Labrador, 
both DJing. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Lighten Your Horizons by Death 
On The Balcony; Das Sind Wir 


You'd be forgiven for expecting a moody, 
pensive sound from Death On The Bal- 
cony, a two-man disco-house act from 
the U.K. But no: Lighten Your Horizons, 
their new three-track EP for local digital 
label Das Sind Wir, is full of posi vibes. 
Built from insistent, sampled loops, this 
EP is designed to do exactly what its 
name indicates. 

The EP opens with “Best Foot 
Forward,” a confident tune whose 
backbone is a repeating melodic phrase 
paired with a squirrelly, funky guitar 
sample. How you'll feel about this 
track depends entirely on how you feel 
about these samples; they’re catchy and 
playful, but they wear their influences 
on their sleeve, as they seem plucked 
straight from a disco sample pack. 

“Few & Far Between” is the EP’s 
standout. It’s structurally similar to 
“Best Foot Forward,” repeating sampled 
melodies with a bassline groove to 
drive it forward. But here, the looped 
samples (a layered melange of ethereal 
female vocals) feel much less overt and 
more cerebral, and the smart, tight 
bassline doesn’t get old. It’s properly

hypnotic, and its 10-minute runtime 
passed by with barely any notice. 

Lastly, “Good Things Are Gonna 
Come” centers on a vocal phrase, cease- 
lessly declaring its titular refrain. The 
vocal doubles as a unique percussive 
element, adding an additional rhythmic 
layer to the tune. 


Building A Place Of Surrender by 
Roche; Mathematics Recordings 


The first release from Roche, a local DJ 
and producer, came out in 2012. CalledA 
Night At The Hac, it showcased his me- 
lodic, analog, hardware-driven take on 
house music. With each subsequent re- 
lease, Roche’s sound palette drifted fur- 
ther toward the fringes, becoming 
steadily more psychedelic and tripped- 
out. Building A Place Of Surrender is his 
second release on Chicago’s Mathematics 
Recordings (owned and operated by cos- 
mic acid house freak Hieroglyphic Being), 
and it’s his most out-there yet — to its 
benefit. 

Each track on this EP features a 
notably different mood. “Lost For All 
I See” is a dub-techno bass-heavy jam 
with syncopated, off-kilter drums. It 
has got a dancefloor groove, but it’s 
an odd one — unsettled, uncertain 
techno. 

The EP’s eponymous track is its 
most conventional, the most tradition- 
ally “Roche” track on the record, full of 
sweeping synthesizer melodies and a 
chugging bassline. 

Things get weirder on the B-side. It 
opens with “Extending Peace Beyond 
The Stars,” a beautiful, soothing ambi- 
ent journey. It’s a lovely, enjoyable di- 
version, but I wish it were longer — in 
less than five minutes, it’s over. 

The EP closes with “Therapy 4 The 
Modern Mind,” a 12-minute steadily 
building jam with heavy, distorted 
kicks and an undulating melodic motif. 
Add sampled tribal percussion and you 
have Roche at his freest and wildest 
yet. It’s a trip.

Whether it’s patterns or musical genres, mixing and matching is hit or miss. For 
an example of a miss, listen to Nelly and Tim McGraw’s 2004 single, “Over and 
Over.” For a hit, look no further than Banks & Steelz’s August debut, Anything 
But Words. Consisting of RZA from Wu-Tang Clan and Paul Banks, the lead 
singer for Interpol, Banks & Steelz mashes up hard-hitting raps with cacopho- 
nous rock’n’ roll beats — think heavy drumming and aggressive guitar riffs — 
topped off with a sprinkling of electronic production. The pair met in 2011 
through mutual manager Tyler Childs, and what started as a casual drink in 
New York City turned into games of chess, then jam sessions, then a demo, and 
then a record deal. Banks thinks their pairing works because they’re “both a lit- 
tle left of center” aesthetically and are fans of dissonance, while RZA credits the 
band’s feasibility to their chemistry and ability “to be comfortable and feel cool 
and have a good time making music.” While there are a ton of other bands out 
there that are trying the whole disparate genre-mixing thing, Banks & Steelz 
stands out if only because of its discordance. Subtle they are not, and if you're 
someone who prefers clashing sounds and adventurous transitions, Banks &

Their version of The Strangeloves’ sunny, formu- 
laic pop song from 1965 sounds as if it was punched in the eye, dragged by the 
hair, patched up, and then revived with a shot of amphetamines. In fact, most 
of Bow Wow Wow’s songs are energetic and visceral, as if there was some type of 
internal motor powering them along. Parse singer Annabella Lwin’s lyrics and 
you ll detect a streak of rebelliousness that was with the band since its forma- 
tion: In 1980, impressario Malcolm McLaren persuaded three members of 
Adam and the Ants to leave the band and join his own. Bow Wow Wow is cur- 
rently on tour with other cult ’80s bands — Flock of Seagulls, Wang Chung, Ber- 
lin, Dramarama, Cutting Crew — so if you feel like rocking out, getting 
nostalgic, or both, you now know where to go.

Jagwar Ma’s “O B 1,” the first single released from its upcoming album, Every 
Now & Then, sounds like the Australian trio culled inspiration from Beck’s 
namesake electronic-rock style and ripped the instrumentals from Bjork's 
“Army of Me.” This is not to say that the members of the psych-dance band are 
posers; rather, they’re innovators who, in the last five years, have made a name 
for themselves by fusing electronic music with other genres, like trip-hop, 
baggy, acid house, and alternative dance. Every Now & Then is a follow-up to the 
band’s 2013 debut, Howlin’, and fans — at least according to Stereogum, who 
named it “one of 2016’s most keenly anticipated new albums” — are no doubt 
crossing off the days until Oct. 14. If you like Tame Impala, another psychedelic 
band from Australia, then chances are you'll like Jagwar Ma, too, especially if 
you prefer cleaner, sharper productions over more heady, rambling tracks.
